1. We note that you present non-GAAP measures adjusted for the "estimated net change in
distributor inventories." Please clarify for us what this adjustment represents and explain
in sufficient detail how you calculate the amounts. Also tell us how you considered
Question 100.04 of the Compliance and Disclosure Interpretations on Non-GAAP
Financial Measures.

2. Please expand your disclosure to include discussion and analysis, with equal or greater
prominence, of the most directly comparable GAAP financial measure to underlying
measures. We note that your results of operations discussions primarily focus on the year-
over-year changes in the underlying measures as opposed to movementsin the GAAP
measures. Refer to Item 10(e)(1)(i)(A) of Regulation S-K and Question 102.10 of the
Compliance and Disclosure Interpretations on Non-GAAP Financial Measures.
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Notes to Consolidated Financial Statements
1. Accounting Policies
Inventories, page 63

3. Y ou disclose that inventories are valued at the lower of cost or net realizable value.
Please clarify if you recognize your LIFO inventories at the lower of cost or market or
lower of cost or net realizable value and revise your disclosures accordingly. See ASC
330-10-35-1B through -7.
